Harris Merton Lyon, who spends most of his time playing bil- 
liards and makes a living writing books and magazine stories, was 
born in Santa Fe, N.M., thirty-four years ago today. In his youth 
he was a dramatic critic on the Houston, Tex, Post, but reformed as 
soon as he discovered that he could make an honest living by writing 
fiction. The real reason for this reference to Mr. Lyon, however, is 
that it affords excuse for his truly remarkable free-hand transla- 
tion of an article on baseball which, he declares, he found in the 
catalog of a French sporting goods dealer; 

“The theque is the ancient game of ball-to-the-fleld modified 
and regulated. One can play to ten, but to well play the theque it 
is necessary to be eighteen players. The dimension of the ground is 
| illimitable, all the same she ought not to have less than 300 sqaure 
metres. One traces a polygon of which each side can have from 
five to ten metres, The bases are indicated by blocks of wood.

Verdict of Jury Who Investigated

“PROOF SPIRITS” FOR
